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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a) because they fail to show 
labels of block 31 , 32, 35 and 36 in Fig. 2 as described in the specification. Any 
structural detail that is essential for a proper understanding of the disclosed invention 
should be shown in the drawing. MPEP § 608.02(d). Corrected drawing sheets in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the 
appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, 
the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief 
description of the several views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement 
sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. Each 
drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top 
margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121(d). If 
the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and 
informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the 
drawings will not be held in abeyance. 
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Specification 

2. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc. 

3. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because "said" should be avoided. 
Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

4. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: applicant is 
reminded to follow guidelines of specification below. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

The following guidelines illustrate the preferred layout for the specification of a 
utility application. These guidelines are suggested for the applicant's use.

5. Claims 1-9 are objected to because of the following informalities: for the 

formality of the application under the present office practice, applicant(s) is required to 

replace "Claims" with "I or We Claim", "The Invention Claimed Is" (or the equivalent) 

before the Claims part of the specification of the instant applicant. See MPEP 

608.01 (m). 

Appropriate correction is required. 


Claim Objections 

6. Claim 4 is objected to because of the following informalities: on line 2, recitation: 
"the sampling angles" should be changed to - sampling angles --. 
Appropriate correction is required. 
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7. Claims 6-9 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in improper form 
because a multiple dependent claim. See MPEP § 608.01 (n). Accordingly, the claims 
6-9 are not been further treated on the merits. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

8. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

9. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

a) Regarding claim 1 , on line 9, recitation: " previously provided with a norm" is 
confusing and unclear of what is provided with a norm. In addition, "norm" need specific 
definition. 

b) Regarding claim 2, on line 2, recitation: "gain functions" is refers to reference 
gain function or other functions? 

On line 3, recitation: "M" needs more specific definition and indication if it is 
integer or not. 

10. The claims are generally narrative and indefinite, failing to conform with current 
U.S. practice. They appear to be a literal translation into English from a foreign 
document and are replete with grammatical and idiomatic errors. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

11. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

12. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Katsuhiko et 
al. (EP 0867970 A2), applicant admitted prior art (AAPA). 

a) Regarding claim 1, Katsuhiko et al. disclose a method of obtaining a gain 
function by means of an array of antennae (antenna A and B in Fig. 1) and a weighting 
of the signals received or to be transmitted by vectors (b) of N complex coefficients (W1 
and W2 in Fig. 1), referred to as weighting vectors (102 and 103 in Fig. 1), N being the 
number of antennae in the array, characterised in that, a reference gain function being 
given 104 in Fig. 1), the said reference gain function is projected orthogonally onto the 
sub-space of the gain functions (113 and 114 in Fig. 1) generated by the said weighting 
vectors of the space of the gain functions (105, 106, 107 and 108 in Fig. 1), previously 
provided with a norm, and in that there is chosen, as the optimum weighting vector, a 
weighting vector generating the reference gain function thus projected (page 3, 137- 
page 4, L 54).
